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William Henry Humphrey was the son of Henry and Jannette (Ball) Humphrey. He was 
born January 9th, at Vermilion, Ohio, Erie County, in 1865. He was educated in 
the country schools and after he grew to maturity, associated himself with the 
traffic of the Great Lakes, shipping as a boy on the old propeller of Cleveland 

of the Northern Transportation Company, boats running between Ogdensburg and 
Chicago. The Captain of the Cleveland, whose name was Reed, taking an interest in 
William Humphrey, encouraged him to make the following of the Lakes his profession 


The next year, 1862, he shipped on the propeller Wisconsin, belonging to the same i 


line, remaining with that boat during the season. In 1863 he shipped as seaman on 
the schooner Tracy G. Bronson, following three seasons on the schooner Exchange 
with Captain Rowell. In 1867 he was given mate's berth on the schooner Exchange 
with Captain M. Thompson for the season. In 1868 he was mate of the schooner 
Escanaba; in the season of 1869-70 he was mate of the schooner Negaunee; and in 
1871 he was mate of the Alva Bradley. Changing his associations with the Bradley 


fleet, to that of M. A. Hanna & Company, in the spring of 1872, he took out the 
Schooner M. A. Hanna. This schooner was launched at Quail shipyards, and was one 
of the finest boats of the time, sailing the Leonard Hanna for eight years, when 
he turned his attention to steamcraft. 


In the spring of 1681 he was appointed master of the steamer Qscar Townsend; the 
confidence entertained by the owners in him was but a repetition of his previous 
experience, as he retained his command seven years, during that time proving bin- 
self as capable of handling a steamboat as a sailing vessel. Не then transferred 
to the steamer В. В. Rhodes, which he sailed as master one season, the following 
season serving on the new steamer Neosho, and in the spring of 1891 bringing out 
the new sister ship Neshot: , which he continued to sail seven years, laying her 
up at the close of navagation of 1897. He superintended the construction of the 
three last-named steamers, which he brought out new--the R. R. Rhcdes, Neosho and 
Neshoto --- all of which are well-built; he also owned some interest in them. ==
